Camp Wonderland, The Salvation 
Army'ssummer. resort. for the needy 
of .Chicago, officially opened its 
1950 season July 5 when 225 children 
and mothers arrived for a nine-day 
vacation. The camp is located six 
miles northwest of Antioch. 

On the same day 125 Boy Scouts 
and Girl Guards from the Army's 
Scandinavian department arrived at 
Shagbark, the section of Camp 
Wonderland designed especially for 
them. 

In operation for more than 25 
years, Camp Wonderland has 83 
buildings scattered over the rolling 
woodland property. Much of the 
thoughtfully-supervised recreation 
centers around the beaches on the 
large lake. Major Kyle Picrcy, camp 
director, has a staff of 75 men and 
women. 

Improvements made at the camp 
this season include construction of 
a cottage to accommodate 16 in 
structors and counselors, installation 
of hot and cold showers and automa 
tic gas water heaters at Shagbark, 
500 new beds and mattresses for the 
Village (mothers and children sec- 
tion), new sports and recreation 
equipment, and a resuscitator for 
the waterfront. Approximately 40 
percent of the entire camp has been 
redecorated. 

Before going to camp, each guest 
has a thorough physical examina- 
tion at the Army's, dispensary, 428 
w; Wisconsin St Special food and 
medical" care 'are provided at the 
camp for. those who need them, A 
final physical checkup is given all 
campers at the close of the vacation 
period, and the records are then 
forwarded to the Army clinics in 
Chicago so that follow-up care can 
be given if necessary. 

Guests are chosen by the Army's 
Family Service department on the 
basis of need .for a vacation, with- 
out distinction as to race, creed or 
color. Referrals are accepted from 
the city's other social agencies, and 
nine agencies will be well repre- 
sented in the first camp period 
alone. Included in the first group of 
campers are 20 cardiac children and 
20 young orthopedic patients. For 
the first time, two groups of 25 wo- 
men .ranging in age from 61 to 79, 
will be guests at Camp Wonderland 
during the second and fourth camp 
periods.. 

A modern, well-equipped nursery 
in. the Mothers and Babies section 
of the camp relieves mothers of the 
care of even the tiniest babies. A 
trained nurse is in charge and su- 
pervises preparation of individual 
formulas. 

The Central Music Institute for 
approximately 100 young musicians 
from Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Nebraska, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Missouri, North and South Da 
kota will be held August 18-28 at 
the camp. Participants are selected 
on the basis of musical ability and 
advanced credits earned at other 
summer camps maintained by the 
Army in the north central states

Collier's recently featured a series of articles 
called "Everyman's Meat: The Heart of An Industry." 
The gist of the first article was that man, after thou- 
sands of years, is finally learning how to eat properly, 
and that meat researchers are showing him how. 

New discoveries indicate that before long our 
This is partly due to the elimination of killing di- 
seases by miracle-working new drugs. It is also due, 
life expectancy may rise to the amazing. figure of 65. 
said the Collier's article, "to the fact that we are de- 
veloping a diet that will maintain our health and well- 
being into old age. 

"This is the age of protein, as 10 years ago we 
were in the age of the vitamin and a decade or so be- 
fore that in the age of the calorie. Man, in other words, 
is learning . . . how to fuel the marvelous machine 
that is the human body; and in the forefront of 
teaching him is the meat industry." 

Some of the new discoveries will seem revolu- 
tionary to many people. For instance, science has 
disproven the old idea that all meats are bod for 
small children. Research has proved that babies can 
utilize the nutrients in meats, and that in some cases 
even premature babies may be fed meats. The protein 
and other values that meats provide arc necessary 
to the normal growth and development of the child. 

The meat industry — on which, incidentally, 
some 30,000,000 people arc economically dependent, 
not including those fn the restaurant business — is 
emerging as one of our greatest national assets.

A Two-Way Street 

We cannot rehabilitate Europe, the East, or any 

other section of the world by simply pouring out 

dollars. True rehabilitation can be attained only by 

helping to place the needy nations on a sound and 



productive economic basis. That was the Idea of Gen- 
eral Marshall when, as Secretary of State, he made his 
famous speech at Harvard In which the baali of his 
plan was first laid down. 

One' of the major economic problems of the 
world Is that our exports now far exceed our Imports. 
Under these conditions, the gold and dollar credits of 
the nations flow inexorably toward our shores. And 
soon — as happened in England — the money just runs 
out, and new crises inevitably follow. 

International trade Is a two-way street If we 
are to sell abroad, without Impoverishing our cus- 
tomers, we must buy from abroad. "Something resem- 
bling an even balance of trade must be reached. This 
Is, as everyone knows, an exceedingly difficult prob- 
lem. The adjustments will be many and hard. But, 
in the long pull, it Is the only salvation for those 
nations which look to us for leadership and assistance 
—even as it is the only way to cement the military 
alliance of the Western world. A country which is 
economically hungry cannot be strong militarily. 

The Marshall Plan, and the related policies, will 
succeed or fail in offering a market for the products 
and resources of other nations even as they offer a 
market for ours. We will not long be able to sell if 
we do not buy. And, from the selfish point of view, a 
breakdown in International trade would have the most 
serious adverse effect on our employment and pro- 
duction, and our economy as a whole.

Tin Low Down From Hickory Grove 

No difference where you live— Delaware to 
Nevada — your town or county has a problem. And 9 
times out of 10, it is the water supply, the sewers, the 
schools— always more bonds and debt. And always, 
somebody claiming mismanagement— somebody claim-, 
ing political favor being handed out. And, sometimes, 
if you look close, the guys are right— there is some- 
thing in the woodpile. 

So, my deduction is, if we are to avoid more and 
more debt, we gotta reduce the number of places 
where Govt, and politics can barge in and take a 
hand at management — or mismanagement. 

When the gas mains or the light wires or the 
water system is in private hands, you have gas, and 
light, and water. And the gas company and the electric 
company and the water company provide the bonds— 
! they pay their way in taxes, and you don't worry 
about shortages, or more local bonds and debt, even 
if your home town is growing by leaps and bounds. 

I am not "agin" the Govt.— I am "agin" the 
Govt., city or town fumbling around in business ven- 
tures. To decide if you are on my side or vice versa, 
figure it out if you think the Govt, could take over 
and run the business you are in, as good or better or 
worse than you can run it your ownself, Let me know.

insurance Companies Urge 

National Clamp Down on 
Speeding, Drunken Driving 

In a united effort to halt a rapid- 
ly, rising, increase .in fatal automo- 
bile accidents, Illinois has been 
asked to join the 47 other states in 
a nation-wide crackdown on speed- 
ing and drinking motor vehicle 
operators. 

• A letter has been sent to Gover- 
nor Adlai E. Stevenson by J. Dewey 
Dorsett, general manager of the As- 
sociation of. Casualty and Surety 
Companies, in New York, officially 
transmitting a strongly worded re- 
solution which was. adopted by the 
executive committee of that organi- 
zation, appealing to all of the states, 
municipalities and counties in the 
conutry to enforce laws . governing 
motor vehicle speeds and driving 
while under the influence of liquor. 
. .Declaring that speeding and the 
use of alcoholic beverages are the 
primary causes of highway acci- 
dents, the resolution cites the Na- 
tional Safety Council as authority 
for the statement that deaths due to 
motor vehicle accidents rose 11 per- 
cent during the first four months of 
this year over the corresponding 
> period in 1949. It further pointed 
I out that two-thirds of all such fatali- 
ties occurred on rural highways, 
• where excessive speeds . are far 
easier than in crowded urban 
streets. 

A copy of that resolution has been 
sent out to the governors of all of 
the states and the mayors of all 
cities above 10,000 population. Co- 
pies also will be sent to the gov- 
erning bodies of all counties in the 
country, The gravity of the situation 
is indicated by the fact that this is 
the first time the Association of 
Casualty and Surety Companies, 
which speaks for Bl insurance com- 
panies representing . millions of 



policyholders, has ever taken offi- 
cial action on such a public issue. 
The Association maintains one of 
the country's outstanding' safety 
organizations. 
■The resolution, in part, follows: 

"The Executive Committee of the 
Association of Casualty and Surety 
Companies observes with deep con- 
cern the latest figures 1 of the Na- 
tional Safety Council regarding fatal 
motor vehicle accidents and their 
causes. For the. first four months of 
the current year, 'deaths total 980 
more than for the comparable period 
of 194&— an increase of 11%. Fur- 
thermore, each month has -shown a 
greater percentage increase than the 
preceding month — in: April- 17% 
more than April 1949./ ... 

"Of particular concern is the situ- 
ation in the rural areas of the 
country where year by year the 
number of fatalities is rising.., In 
1946, the first fuil year following 
termination' of gasoline rationing 
and federally restricted speed limits, 
there were 21,020 fatalities duet to 
motor "vehicle 'accidents' on^Vural 
highways. In 1949, there were 22.40C 
approximately tworthirds of' all fa- 
tal highway accidents. .■ 
• "These statistics alone should be 
sufficient to alarm every person in 
the United States, but their causes 
as reported by. the National Safety 
Council are even more alarming be- 
cause they ' indicate a lack of uni- 
form, and adequate law enforcement 
which ; in time . may become a \ men- 
ace -to the security of the nation" it- 
self, A speed violation, says the Na- 
tional Safety Council, was involved 
in 1 out of every 3 fatal accidents 
in 1949. Further,. the Council reports 
that in the. event of an accident at 
J 65- nvles 'per* hour, the chance, of 
someone being ^killed is 1 in/6, 'as 
1 compared to 1 In 16 at 45 miles' per 
, hour. It should further be ;repeated 
j that two-thirds of all. fatalities oc- 
cur on rural "highways where speed 
unquestionably is greater 'than ".in 
cities. . . ' :

NEW YORK— A little over eight 
years ago, May 0, 1942, to be ex- 
act, the United States suffered one 
of Its worse defeats after a hard, 
bitter battle— the fall of Corrcgl- 
dor. 

And, It was on that day that 
Irving Strobing, 22 a radio op 
erntor In the signal corps, sent the 
fnrcwell message that mode o na 
tion, weep. 

Strobing was on General Wain 
wrlght's staff and knew on May 5 
that surrender was only a matter 
of hours. He helped set up the brood 
cost by which surrender was or 
ranged, for the next day at noon. 

Even with surrender arranged, 
however, the Japanese continued 
to attack. Then, when he had 
cleared all official radio traffic, 
Strobing began to send his own 
account of the- surrender and mo- 
ments leading up .to It. 

It's Haunted Now 

This is what they received In 
Honolulu: . 

"We are waiting for God only 
knows what .... lots of heavy 
fighting going on. General Waln- 
wright is a right guy and we arc 
willing to go for him, but shells 
were dropping nil night faster than 
hell. Damage terrific. Too much 
for guys to take . . . Corrcgldor 
used to be n nice place, but it's 
haunted now . . ." 

He told about the surrender 
broadcast and then went on: 

"The jig Is up. Everyone Is 
bawling like a baby. They are 
piling dead and Wounded in our 
tunnel , . . I know now how a 
mouse feels, caught in a trap and 
waiting for guys to come along 
and finish It up . . ." 

Then, as the first Japanese tank 
approached the tunnel from which 
he was sending his messages: 

"My name Is Irving Strobing. 
Get this to my mother, Mrs. Min- 
nie Strobing, 605 Barbcy street, 
Brooklyn, New York ... My love 
to Pa. Joe, She, Mac, Garry, Joyce 
and Paul. God bless 'cm all. Hope 
they will be there when I come 
home. 

"Tell Joe wherever he Is to give 
'em hell for usl" 

Shocked Nation 

That was the last message from 
Conregidor. Army and navy offi- 
cials at Honolulu hovered over ra- 
dios. But there was only silence. 
A month later a stunned nation 
wept when the last broadcast was 
made public. 

But Irving Strobing went home 
to Brooklyn. In October, 1945, he 
went home Just like he said he 
would. After that there was a 
round of publicity and welcome 
that upset Strobing who had spent 
the Intervening years in a Japa- 
nese prison camp. 

A regular army man, he stayed 
in after the war and went to Paris 
for a while. He later resigned to 
take a Job in Paris. 

That patchy and profane last 
message probably shocked the no- 
tion as much as did the attack on 
Pearl Harbor. That was Just a 
little over eight years ago.
